Rally for health care 
taken to legislature 

Protesters say system being set up for failure

The fall sitting of the 
Alberta legislature started 
yesterday to the chants of 
Albertans angry about 
cuts to health care. 

As sign-wielding protes¬ 
tors gathered on the steps 
of the legislature, protest or¬ 
ganizer Karen Sevcik em¬ 
phatically decried the un¬ 


derfunding of public health 
care. 

“I think that the govern¬ 
ment is systematically set¬ 
ting the public health care 
system up for failure so that 
people are ripe to the idea 
of for-profit, private indus¬ 
try coming in,” Sevcik said. 

“I would really like to see 
us draw the line and say, 
‘We are not going to give up. 
We are going to look after 
sick people in this country 


and province like the Cana¬ 
da Health Act said we 
would.”’ 

Echoing the words of Sev¬ 
cik, Dr. Dave Swann, leader 
of the official Opposition, 
commented on the protest. 
“We can demand the pre¬ 
mier and the minister and 
members be accountable 
for the wasteful spending 
they have made and the 
lack of leadership on health 
care,” he said.

Additive-free vaccine 
on way to Canada 

Ottawa importing shots for pregnant women 


Canada is importing adju¬ 
vant-free HlNl vaccine 
from Australia for 
pregnant women, hoping 
to be able to offer that 
product sooner than if it 
waits for unadjuvanted 
vaccine from Canada to 
make it through the licens¬ 
ing process. 

Health Minister Leona 
Aglulckaq announced yes¬ 
terday she signed an inter¬ 
im order that will allow 
200,000 doses of adjuvant- 
free vaccine from CSL Ltd. 
to be used in this country. 

The CSL vaccine should 
be available starting next 
week, said Dr. David But- 
ler-Jones, head of the Pub¬ 
lic Health Agency of Cana¬ 
da. 


Adjuvant 

• Most of Canada's 50.4-mil¬ 
lion doses of H1N1 vaccine 
will contain an adjuvant, an 
additive that boosts the im¬ 
mune system's response to 
the vaccine. That vaccine, 
made at Ste-Foy, Que., by 
GlaxoSmithKline, was ap¬ 
proved by Health Canada 
last week. 


“We have heard the con¬ 
cerns about pregnant 
women having to wait for 
an unadjuvanted vaccine 
and we have been working 
very hard on providing it 
earlier, given they have al¬ 
ways been considered a 


priority group,” Aglulckaq 
said at a news conference 
in Ottawa. 

CSL doesn’t have a li¬ 
cence to sell flu vaccine in 
Canada but the product is 
licensed in Australia and 
the United States. 

Pregnant women are at 
higher risk from this virus 
in particular.

Saudi king waives 
flogging sentence 

Riyadh Saudi Arabia’s king 
waived a flogging sentence 
on a female journalist 
charged for involvement in 
a risque TV show, the 
second such pardoning by 
the monarch in recent 
years. Rozanna al-Yami was 
charged with helping co-or¬ 
dinate a talk show 
featuring a man describing 
his active sex life. 

Though the charges were 
dropped, a judge ordered 
the flogging as a “deterent.” 
In 2007, the king waived a 
flogging sentence against a 
rape victim. 
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One of Fidel Castro’s 
sisters says in a memoir re¬ 
leased yesterday that she 
collaborated with the CIA 
against her brother, start¬ 
ing shortly after the Unit¬ 
ed States’ failed Bay of 
Pigs invasion of Cuba in 
1961. 

Juanita Castro, 76, initial¬ 
ly supported her brother’s 
1959 overthrow of the 
Batista dictatorship but 
quickly grew disillusioned. 
In a Spanish-language mem¬ 
oir published by Santillana 
USA and co-written by jour¬ 
nalist Maria Antonieta 
Collins, she says the wife of 
the Brazilian ambassador to 
Cuba persuaded her to meet 
a CIA officer during a trip to 
Mexico in 1961.

Castro said she remained 
on the island while her 
mother was alive. Her 
mother died in 1963 and 
she fled Cuba the following 
year, eventually settling in¬ 
to a quiet life in Miami. 

Fidel, she wrote, was not 
initially a hard-line commu¬ 
nist like their brother Raul 
and fellow revolutionary 
Ernesto “Che” Guevara, but 
that he turned to commu¬ 
nism to maintain power.

Trudeau used to 
complain, as most 
leaders do, about 
journalists trying 
to pry into his personal life. 
It’s none of our business, 
he’d say. And most of us 
agreed, shied away and 
gave him a break, as we did 
with John F. Kennedy. 

But when you read the 
new Trudeau bio, Just 
Watch Me: The Life Of 
Pierre Elliott Trudeau 1968- 
2000 by John English, you 
understand why there are 
those who say we ought to 
stretch our noses. 

The book’s big breaking 
story, in a nutshell, is How 
the Babes Ran 24 Sussex. 
There’s Margaret and Mar¬ 
got and Barbra and Kim 


and Gale and Liona — and 
I’ll stop there. 

The book might well 
have been called “Just 
Watch Them.” They impact¬ 
ed PET’s election timing, 
his grand strategies, his 
moods, his decision-mak¬ 
ing. In 1977, the Liberals 
had a big lead in the 
polls and we in the 
fourth estate won¬ 
dered why the PM 
didn’t push ahead 
with a campaign. Now 
we find out. The story 
was: Maggie Puts 
Kibosh On Cam¬ 
paign. She 
stressed Pierre 
out so much that 
it cracked his 
vaunted mental 
discipline. He 
couldn’t focus 
enough to run 
an election. He 
waited until 

1979 and lost to 
Joe Clark. 

This isn’t sensa¬ 


tionalism. English is a 
sober-minded scholar who 
had access to Trudeau’s pri¬ 
vate papers. A former Liber¬ 
al MP, he has written an il¬ 
luminating book, the sec¬ 
ond of a two-volume study. 

It relates how actress and 
peacenik Margot Kidder 
helped convince the PM to 
launch one of his major 
1 initiatives — his interna- 
f tional peace mission of 
k the early 1980s. In talks 
at a black-tie dinner in 
Washington, 
she lit into 
Ronald Rea¬ 
gan’s senior 
troglodytes 
with all 
kinds of 
anti-nuke 
volleys. 
Trudeau 
urged her 
on via a 
thigh 
squeeze 
for eveiy 
direct hit. 
Many ob¬ 
servers have 
said Trudeau 



was Canada’s Kennedy. This 
books adds another point 
of comparison. Each leader 
was unremittingly flirta¬ 
tious and each leader got a 
great break from the reti¬ 
cent media. 

Are wives and romances 
fair game for the fourth es¬ 
tate. Judging from this 
book they should be. The 
power behind the throne 
can’t be ignored. Just re¬ 
cently we saw how Laureen 
Harper masterminded her 
Stephen’s variety show 
coup — the piano and song 
act at the Ottawa gala. 
There was no attempt to 
hide that news. 

But nothing can quite 
match the work of Aline 
Chretien. While her little 
guy was fast asleep one 
night, she awoke in time to 
find an intruder at the bed¬ 
room door, knife in hand. 
She may well have saved 
his life. Just another exam¬ 
ple of gal power.

eHealth technology requires precautions 



Proponents of eHealth ar¬ 
gue that if other regions of 
the world have made signif¬ 
icant strides in eHealth 
technology, what’s wrong 
with Canada? Caving in to 
what eveiyone else is doing 
is an injudicious argument. 
Although we cannot be left 
out of the globalization 
loop, we need to proceed 
with caution. 

While an eHealth record 
system will improve time 
efficiency, wait times, and 
patient safety (by lowering 
the risk of drug interac¬ 
tions), scrutiny and dili¬ 
gence are necessaiy as we 


move forward. There are 
big bucks to be made by in¬ 
dividuals and enterprises, 
aggressively driving this 
venture, yet we must learn 
from the eHealth debacle 
in Ontario where more 
than $1 billion was wasted 
through lack of oversight, 
broken rules and decadent 
consultant contracts. 

Health Canada has added 
$500 million to the $2 bil¬ 
lion given to the Canada 
Health Infoway to revolu¬ 
tionize Canada’s health 
records. While this sounds 
great, it is estimated that 
Canadians will have to pay 
at least $23 billion in capi¬ 
tal and operating costs over 
the next decade. Although 
touted as an economic 
stimulus to create jobs, ac¬ 
cording to a Canadian Busi¬ 
ness Online report, most of 
this money will be stuffed 
into the coffers of U.S. 
multinational corporations, 


providing the sophisticated 
eHealth record software. 
Given tough economic 
times and our strained 
health-care system, many 
argue that money will be 
better spent for drugs, sen¬ 
ior care and additional 
health-care staff, at least 
until we come up with an 
efficient plan of eHealth 
implementation. 

Another consideration: 
Privacy assurances. Who 
could forget the 11,500 pa¬ 
tient files that were 
skimmed by a hacker from 
the AHS Edmonton net¬ 
work in May. No one really 
knows how far information 
went, nor the potential 
long-term effects of such a 
privacy violation to the pa¬ 
tients involved. 

A major report released 
in Britain by Joseph Rown- 
tree Reform Trust has actu¬ 
ally called for the NHS pa¬ 
tient database to be 


scrapped altogether, citing 
flawed data — which can 
be hazardous in emergency 
situations — and breaches 
in European data protec¬ 
tion and rights laws. The re¬ 
port suggested sensitive da¬ 
ta should be stored locally 
rather than in national sys¬ 
tems to minimize risk. Oth¬ 
er countries are facing simi¬ 
lar anomalies with patient 
databases. We need to learn 
from this. 

The progress of eHealth 
in Canada must not be driv¬ 
en by greed or a need to 
keep up with global coun¬ 
terparts, but instead by pa¬ 
tient interests, health-care 
efficiencies and long-term 
costs. For this to happen ef¬ 
fectively, caution and pub¬ 
lic scrutiny are our first 
lines of defence.

Carney chides 
bankers for 
bucking reforms 


Global leaders are 
determined to fundamen¬ 
tally reform the world's fi¬ 
nancial systems 
despite the 
disappointing push- 
back coming from 
some bankers, Bank 
of Canada governor 
Mark Carney said yes¬ 
terday. 

“The leaders have 
decided about the big 
initiatives and we will Mark 
put them in place,” 
he told a conference in 
Montreal. 

Despite the complexities 
of the issues being ad¬ 
dressed, the world’s cen¬ 
tral bankers, regulators 
and finance ministers are 
determined to institute the 
reforms agreed upon by 
world leaders, Carney said. 

Carney said he and other 
bank governors are disap¬ 
pointed by some of the ac¬ 
tions taken by global 
bankers, including large 
bonuses being paid by 
some before financial sys¬ 


tems have solidified. “Is it 
a good idea to pay big 
bonuses when at the same 
time there is a 
shortage of capi¬ 
tal?” Canada’s top 
central banker 
said. “Maybe regu¬ 
lators will decide.” 

It’s the latest 
tough talk from 
Carney, who said 
last week that the 
Carney Bank of Canada 
would use the tools 
at its disposal — including 
intervention in the curren¬ 
cy market, if necessary — 
to keep inflation within 
the target range.

For a game that was 
invented by James 
Naismith, basketball is not 
exactly overflowing with 
Canadians when it comes 
to the National Basketball 
Association, though there 
is some interesting talent, 
including one in the head 
coaching ranks. 

Steve Nash has been 
Canada’s NBA poster boy in 
recent years. The South 
African-born, Victoria- 
raised point guard is enter¬ 
ing his 14th season in the 
NBA and has already culti¬ 
vated a career that will one 
day make him a sure-fire 
hall of famer. Twice he has 
been voted the NBA’s Most 
Valuable Player and he is a 
six-time all-star. The only 
aspect of his career that is 
missing is an NBA champi¬ 
onship. 

While Nash has been 
battling a bad back in re¬ 
cent seasons, he still plays 
major minutes in games 
and is arguably the best 
pure passer 
in the 
game. 

Last 

year, he 
set a per¬ 
sonal-best 
record in tree- 
throw per¬ 


centage making .933 of 
his attempts. 

One of Nash’s former 
national team head coach¬ 
es is Jay Triano, who this 
year will commence his 
first full season in the NBA 
after an abbreviated sea¬ 
son last year with the 
Toronto Raptors. Triano 
has been with the organi¬ 
zation since 2002 when 
he was hired as an assis¬ 
tant coach and made his¬ 
tory in the process as the 
first Canadian hired in 
that position. Last year, he 
became the first Canadian 
head coach in NBA history 
when he filled in tem¬ 
porarily for Sam Mitchell, 
who took a 
leave of 
absence 
because 
of the 
death 
of his 
father- 
in-law. 

The 
Rap¬ 
tors 
lat¬ 
er 


fired Mitchell and made 
Triano the interim head 
coach, but after the season 
the team removed the in¬ 
terim tag and signed him 
to a long-term deal. 

The NBA has some other 
interesting Canadian an¬ 
gles. Toronto-born centre 
Jamaal Magloire is enter¬ 
ing his 11th season in the 
NBA and with his eighth 
team, the Miami Heat, 
which signed him last sea¬ 
son. 

The Heat have another 
Canadian product in Mon¬ 
treal native Joel Anthony, 
a forward who is entering 
his third NBA season. 
While largely a backup, 
Anthony started in 28 of 
the 65 games he played 
and doubled his minutes 
from his rookie season. 
Anthony has played for 
Canada’s national team. 

The other Canadian in 
the NBA is Samuel Dalem- 
bert, a brawny centre with 
the Philadelphia 76ers. 

The Haiti-born, Montreal- 
raised player is entering 
his eighth season in 
the NBA, his entire ca¬ 
reer played in 
Philadelphia. He has 
proven his durabili¬ 
ty, playing every 
game the last 
three seasons and 
averaging about 
nine rebounds per 
game.

Only three remain after Raptors' overhaul 


Toronto Chris Bosh, Jose 
Calderon and Andrea 
Bargnani pose with menac¬ 
ing glares in an ad cam¬ 
paign for the upcoming 
Toronto Raptors season, 
the only three 
familiar faces from this 
time last year. 

But the picture could get 
fuzzy over the coming 
months as Bosh heads into 
a season of uncertainty and 
the Raptors may be seeing 
the last of their team cap¬ 
tain and poster boy. 

The six-year veteran ap¬ 
pears poised to join an il¬ 
lustrious free agent group 
this coming off-season 
that could include LeBron 
James and Dwyane Wade. 

Questions about the fate 
of the Raptors’ franchise 
player are sure to swirl 
around the team as it tries 
to bounce back from a dis¬ 


mal 2008-09 season — and 
just how well it can do 
that will go a long way in 
determining what jersey 
Bosh will be wearing 
come this time next 
year. 

“The team failed 
miserably last 
year,” said Raptors 
GM Bryan Colange- 
lo. “There was no 
one more embar¬ 
rassed than me.”

Emma Lindley decided she 
was tired of her small 
breasts. So last year, she 
got implants — but not 
discreet ones. Lindley 
chose to go from an A cup 
to a D cup. 

“I didn’t feel feminine in 
most clothes, particularly 
bikinis and dresses,” says 
Lindley, a 26-year-old Lon¬ 
doner. “And because of my 
small breasts, I lacked con¬ 
fidence, which affected 
everyday life. I felt under¬ 
developed and like a boy.” 

Lindley is part of a larger 
trend. “Women used to 


come to us asking for im¬ 
plants that kept their nat¬ 
ural look,” says Dr. Nilesh 
Sojitra, a plastic surgeon 
at London-based clinic My- 
breast, where Lindley had 
her surgery. 

“Now more and more 
women want very large 
implants. They’ve heard 
that a DD or E cup is good, 
so that’s what they ask us 
for.” 

According to Cloverleaf 
Medical, a leading British 
distributor of breast im¬ 
plants, sales of its largest 
implants have increased 
by 20 per cent over the 
past five years. 

Aesthetics are by no 
means the only factor to 


consider when deciding 
upon implant size. In a dis¬ 
cussion of breast implant 
surgery on its website, 
plasticsurgery.ca, the 
Canadian Society of Plastic 
Surgeons notes that “in 
general, the larger the im¬ 
plant, the greater the risk 
of complications.” 

Breast implants are also 
becoming more popular 
across the board: Last year, 
the number of such sur¬ 
geries in the U.K. in¬ 
creased by 30 per cent 
from 2007. 

“All women want a fuller 
look nowadays,” explains 
Dr. Douglas McGeorge, a 
plastic surgeon and for¬

If you’re looking for easy, 
no-recipe-needed Hal¬ 
loween treats, these 
creeped-out cupcakes are 
an eerily good choice. 

In one, a traditional 
frosted cupcake falls vic¬ 
tim to a bat attack. In the 
other, they take a slimy, al¬ 
most radioactive, turn. 

Both ideas are from 
Matthew Mead’s Monster 
Book of Halloween, which 
is jammed with numerous 
ghastly treats and decora¬ 
tions. 


Vampire Cupcakes 

Bake up a batch of your 
favourite cupcake recipe or 
prepare a boxed mix ac¬ 
cording to package direc¬ 
tions. 

Alternatively, most bak¬ 
eries (even those in gro¬ 
cers) will sell unfrosted 
cupcakes if asked in case 
you want to do only the 


fun part — the decorating. 

Once the cupcakes have 
cooled, frost them with 
white cake frosting. 

Use black gel icing (the 
sort sold in tubes in the 
baking aisle) to draw a bat 
on top of each cupcake. If 
you need help with this, a 
template can be down¬ 
loaded from Mead’s web¬ 
site at tinyurl.com/yeboo- 
br. Cut out the template 
and use it as a stencil. 

Use a toothpick to make 
2 holes (bite marks) near 
each bat, then drizzle red 
gel icing into each. 


Get Slimed Cupcakes 

Prepare 2 packages of 
Jell-0 Gelatin (any variety, 
though green and yellow 
are good) according to the 
package’s directions for 
Jigglers (2 packages plus 
500 ml/2 cups boiling wa¬ 
ter). Divide the liquid 


among 6 flexible silicone 
baking cups. 

Divide remaining liquid 
among 6 round-bottomed 
teacups (this creates a 
domed top for each cup¬ 
cake), filling each about 2 


cm (1/2 inch). Refrigerate 
everything for 4 hours or 
until set. 

To remove gelatin from 
cups, set base of each in a 
bowl of warm water for 
about 10 seconds. 


Overturn cups and gen¬ 
tly pry out cupcakes and 
dome tops. Invert a dome 
onto each cupcake, then 
decorate with gummy 
worms.

revelatory, celebratory 
and silly. 

But the one thing film¬ 
makers Bill Jones (son of 
Python Terry Jones) and 
Ben Tillman definitely did 
not want their documen- 
taiy to be is — as Jones 
puts it — “a—kissing.” 

“The main thing we 
wanted to do was make 
sure we weren’t sucking 


up to them too much,” 
Jones adds. 

“So we stick it in them a 
couple times.” 

“We wanted to be irrev¬ 
erent in a sense like they 
are,” Tillman completes 
the thought. 

The pair have known 
each other since the age of 
4, and in 1998 formed the 
film company Bill and Ben 
Productions, working on 
films about the Sex Pistols 
and the Clash, among oth¬ 
ers. 

“We open the film with 
taking a p— (at the 
Pythons),” Tillman contin¬ 
ues, “and then...” 

“Well it’s also a bit easier 
to do that when they’re a 
bit rude about each other 
as well,” Jones chimes in. 


Almost the truth 

• Monty Python: Almost 
the Truth (the Lawyer's 
Cut) is now avaialble on 
DVD. 

“They don’t really care.” 

“But mostly the piece is 
the entire history of the 
Pythons told chronologi¬ 
cally,” Tillman finishes.

Jones says.

Pineapple Beef 
Stir-Fry 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 can (28 oz/796 ml) 
pineapple chunks 
1/2 cup (125 ml) minced 
cilantro 

1/4 cup (50 ml) soy sauce 
1 tbsp (15 ml) ground gin¬ 
ger 

1 lb (500 g) beef steak, 
thinly sliced 

1 tsp (5 ml) cornstarch 

2 tsp (10 ml) vegetable oil 
1 medium red pepper, 
thinly sliced 

1/2 cup (125 ml) cut fresh 
green beans 

1 tbsp (15 ml) chopped 
chili peppers 

2 garlic cloves, minced 
2 green onions, sliced 

METHOD: 

1. Drain pineapple, reserv¬ 
ing 1 cup (250 ml) pineap¬ 
ple and 3/4 cup (175 ml) 
juice (Save remainder for 
another use). 

2. Combine cilantro, soy 
sauce, ginger and reserved 


pineapple juice. Remove 
3/4 cup (175 ml); cover and 
refrigerate. 

3. Combine beef and 
remaining marinade. Re¬ 
frigerate 30 minutes. Dis¬ 
card marinade. Mix corn¬ 
starch and reserved juice 
mixture until smooth. 

4. Stir-fry beef in oil 5-6 
minutes. Remove beef 
with slotted spoon and 
keep warm. Add pepper, 
beans, chili peppers and 
garlic to skillet; stir-fry 5 
minutes. Stir juice 
mixture into skillet. 

5. Bring to boil; stir 1 
minute or until thickened. 
Add onions, beef and 
reserved pineapple. Serve 
over rice.
